"Pit to Fight," the United States 


Public Health Service picture will 
be shown tonight in the High School 
auditorium at 8 o'clock under the aus- 
pices oE tie Connollsville, Trades and 
Labor Council. 'This is a dramatic 
presentation in motion-picture form of 
the social • disease, education with 
which thp government is safeguarding 
the health of the soldier. In it are 
combined clear statement, impressive 
emotional appeal, inspiration, action, 
moral incentive; and, at the same time, 
genuine entertainment. 


This is the first time in the history 


of any nation that 
motion pictures 


have bean used to educate an army in 
'the perils of social diseases. "Pit to 
fight," which constitutes an import- 
ant factor in the vast social hygiene 
instruction program of the govern- 
ment, is the beginning of the exten- 
sive use of films for this purpose.

signing by the President of the great 
?6,000.000 revenue bill,.which appro- 
priates a bonus of ?60 to every service 
man upon hfs honorable discharge, 
every discharged soldier, sailor and 
marine who had been honorably dis- 
chaiged is now eligible'to obtain this 
amount from'.the government.
